New Delhi, the 10th September 1972 

No. 10/13/72 -CS.II . — The rules for u combined competitive 
examination to be held by the Union Public Service Com- 
mission in 1973 for selection of (i) Released Emergency 
Commissioned Officers/Shoil Service Commissioned Officers 
who were commissioned in the Armed Forces after 1st Nov- 
ember, 1962 but before 10th January, 1968. or who had 
joined any pre-commission training before the latter date, 
but who were commissioned on or after that date, and (ii) 
ex-Serviccmen for the purpose of fillinK temporary vacancies 
reserved for them in the Services /posts covered by Category 
1 and Category 11 respectively, as follows, are published for 
general information. I11 pursuance of tho provisions contained 
in rule 5 of the Released Emercenicv Commissioned Officers 
and Short Service Commissioned Officers (Reservation of 
Vacancies ) Rules 1971. and rule 4 of the Ex-Servicemen 
(Reservation of Vacancies in the Central Civil Services and 
posts (piass 111 and Class IV) Rules, 1971. (The Released 
Emergency Commissioned Officers and Short Service Com- 
missioned Officers) (Reservation of Vacancies Rules, 1971, and 
the Ex-Servicemen) (Reservation of Vacancies in the Central 
Services and Posts Class/ HI and Class IV) Rules, 1971, afore- 
said shall cease to be in force on and from the 29th January, 
1974 and 1st July. 1974 respectively unless extended by 
Government.

Class 11 Services/ posts

(ii) Central Secretariat Stenographers’ Service — Grade 
II (for inclusion in the Select List of the Grade); 

(iii) Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers’ Ser- 
vice — Grade II; 

(iv) Posts of Stenographer in the office of the Central 
Vigilance Commission. Delhi; and 

(v) Posts of Stenographer in other Departments and 
Offices of the Government of Tndia not participating 
in the Central Secretariat Stenographers’ Service/ 
I.F.S,(B)/Armed Forces Headquarters Stenogra- 
pher!’ Service. 


CATEGORY II 
Class HI Services/ posts 

(i) Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers’ Service — 
Grade II (for inclusion in the Select List of the 
Grade); and 

(ii) Posts of Stenographer in other Departments and 
Offices of the Government of India, not participating 
in the Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers’ 
Service, 

Subject to the provisions of rule 2, a candidate may apply 
lor admission to the examination in respect of any one or 
more of the Sorvices/posts mentioned above. He mhy spe- 
cify in his application as many of these Services/posts as 
he may wish to be considered for. 

N.B. I. — Candidates are required to specify clearly in their 
applications the order of preferences for the services/posts for 
which they wish to be considered. They arc advised to in- 
dicate as many services/posts as they wish to so that having 
regard to their ranks in the order of merit, due consideration 
can be given to their preferences when making appointments. 

N.B. if. — Some depurtments/offices of the Government of 
India making recruitment through this examination will 
require only English Stenographers; and appointments to posts 
of Stenographers in these departmeuts/offlees on the results 
of this examination will be made only from amongst those 
who are recommended by the Commission on the basis of the 
Written Test and Shorthand Tests in English (cf, para 4 of 
Appendix I to the Rules). 

N.B. III. — No request for addition to or alteration in the 
order of preferences for the services/posts originally indicated 
by a candidate in his application will be considered unless 
such a request is received in the office of the Union Public 
Service Commission on or before 31st October 1973. 

2. (a) Emergency Commissioned Officers/Short Service 
Commissioned Officers will be eligible to compete only for 
vacancies reserved for them in the posts of Stenographer in 
Class II Services/posts included in Category I. 

(b) Ex-Servicemen will be eligible to compete only for 
vacancies reserved for them in the posts of Stenographers in 
Class III Services/posts included in Category II, 
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3, The number of vacancies lo be filled on the results of 
this examination will be specified in the Notice issued by the 
Commission. 

Reservations will be made for candidates belonging to the 
Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Trihes in respect of vacan- 
cies as may be fixed by the Government of India. 

Scheduled Castes /Tribes mean any of the Castes /Tribes 
mentioned in the Constitution (Scheduled Castes) Order 1950, 
the Constitution (Scheduled Castes) (Part C States) Order, 
1951, the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) Order, 1950, and 
the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) (Part C Slates) Order, 
1951, as amended by the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tri- 
bes Lists (Modification) Order, 1956 read with the Bombay 
Reorganisation Act, 1960 and the Punjab Reorganisation Act, 
1966; the Constitution (Jammu and Kashmir) Scheduled Cas- 
tes Order 1956, the Constitution (Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands) Scheduled Tribes Order. 1959, the Constitution 
(Dadra and Nagar HaVeli) Scheduled Castes Order, 1962, the 
Constitution (Dadra and Nagar Kaveli) Scheduled Tribes 
Order, 1962, the Constitution (Pondicherry) Scheduled Castes 
Order, 1964; the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) (Uttar Pra- 
desh) Order, 1967; the Constitution (Goa, Daman and Din), 
Scheduled Castes Order, 1968, the Constitution (Goa, Daman 
and Din), Scheduled Tribes Order, 1968. and the Constitution 
(Nagaland) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1970. 

4, The examination will be conducted by the Union Public 
Service Commission in the manner prescribed in Appendix T 
lo the Rules. 

The dates on which and the places at which the examina- 
tion will be held shall be fixed by the Commission. 

5, Subject to the provisions of these Rules. 

(i) Emergency Commissioned Officers who weta com- 
missioned in the Armed Forces after 1st November, 
1962, but before 10th January, 1968, or who had 
joined any pre-commission training bofore the latter 
date, but who were commissioned on or after that 
date and who have been released during 1971 will be 
eligible to appear at the examination. 

(ii) Short Service Commissioned Officers who were com- 
missioned in the Armed Forces after 1st November, 
1962, but before 10th January, 1968, or who had 
joined any pre-commission training before the 
latter date, but who were commissioned on or after 
that date, and who have been released during the 
years 1971 or 1972 prior to the date of this notifi- 
cation or are due to Ire released thereafter till the end 
of 1973 will bo eligible to appear at the examination. 

Note L— For the purpose of these Rules, ‘release’ means : 

(i) release as per the scheduled yea r of release, 

(ii) invalidment owing to a disability attributable to or 
aggravated by military service, 

from the Armed Forces After a spell of service, and not 
during or at the end of training, or during or at the end of 
Short Service Commission granted to cover the period of 
such training prior to being taken in actual service, nor does 
it cover cases of officers released on account of misconduct, 
or inefficiency or at their own request, 

Note 2. — The expression “scheduled year of release’’ 
means : — 

(i) in so far as it relates to the Emergency Com- 
missioned Officers the year in which they arc due 
for release in accordance with the phased pro- 
gramme approved bv the Government of India 
in the Ministry of Defence; and 

(ii) in so far as it relates to the .Short Service Com- 
missioned Officers, the year in which their normal 
tenure of 3 or 5 years, as the case may be, as 
Short Service Commissioned Officers is to ex- 
pire. 

Note 3, — The candidature of a person shall be cancelled. 
If after submitting his application, he is granted uermanent 
Commission in the Armed Forces, or he resigns from the 
Armed Forces, or he is released therefrom on account of 
misconduct, in-efficiency or at his own request. 
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Note 4, — Officers belonging to the Volunteer Reserve 
Forces of the Armed Forces and called upon for temporary 
service will not be eligible for admission lo this examination, 

6, Subject to the provisions of these Rules, all Ex- 
Servicemen will be eligible to appear at this examination. 

Note. — For the purpose of these rules, “Ex-Serviceman” 
means a person who has served in any rank (whether as a 
combatant or non-combatant) in tho Armed Fotccs of the 
Union for a continuous period of nol less than six months 
as on 7th November, 1972 and, — 

(i) has been rclascd, otherwise than by way of dis- 
missal or discharge on account of misconduct or 
inefficiency, or has been transferred to the 
reserve pending such release, or 

(ii) has to serve for not more than six months as on 
7th November, 1972 for completing the period of 
service requisite for becoming entitled to be re- 
leased or transferred to the reserve as aforesaid. 

Explanation. — For the purpose of this rule “Armed 
Forces of the Union” means the Naval, Military or Air 
Forces of the Union and includes the Armed Forces of the 
Former Indian States. 

7, (1) A candidate must be either: — 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Sikkim, or 

(c) a subject of Nepal, or 

(d) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(e) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India, before 
the 1st January, 1962 with tho intention of perma- 
nently settling in Tndia. or 

(f) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan, Burma. Sri Lanka (formerly known as 
Ceylon,) and East African countries of Kenya. 
Uganda and the United Republic of Tanzania (for- 
merly Tanganyika and Zanzibar) with Ibe intention 
of permanently settling in India, 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (c), (d). 
(e) and (f) above shall be a person in whose favour a certi- 
ficate of eligibility has been issued by the Government of 
India. 

Certificate of eligibility will not, however, be necessary in 
the case of candidates who are non-citizens, in category (f) 
above who entered service. unde r tho Government of India 
before the commencement of the Constitution, viz., 26th 
January.

including those under the Union Territories Administrations 
or in the office of the Flection Commission and the Central 
Vigilance Commission and continue to be so employed, 

Provided that the above urc relaxation will not be available 
to persons appointed as Stenographers on the basis of earlier 
examinations held by the Union Public Service Commission 
in : — 

(i) Central Secretariat Stenographers’ Service Grade II, 
or 

(ii) Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers’ Service 
Grade II, or 

(iii) Indian Foreign Service (B) Grade II of the Steno-

( iv) Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers’ Service, 
Grade II. 

Note (I).— Service rendered by R.M.S. Sorters employed 
in Subordinate offices of P. & T, Department shall be treated 
as service rendered in the grade of Clerk for purposes of Rule 
8(B) above, 

(2) Service rendered by Service Clerks employed in 
Defence installations shall not be counted for the purpose 
if rule 8(B) above. 

(C) An Ex-Serviceman seeking admiasison to the examina- 
tion under rule 6 above must have attained on 1st lanuary, 
1973 the age of 18 years and must not have attained an 
age exceeding 25 years by more than his total service in the 
Armed Forces increased by three years. 

Note, — The period of “call up service’’ of an ex-Service- 
man in the Armed Forces shall also be treated as service 
rendered in the Armed Forces for purposes of rule 8(C) 
above.

24. Success in the examination confers no right to appoint- 
ment, unless Government are satisfied, after such enquiry as 
may be considered necessary, that the candidate is suitable 
in all respect? for appointment to the Service/post. 

25. Brief particulars relating to the Services/posts to which 
recruitment is being made through this examination, are given 
in Appendix II.

While in India, officers are entitled lo such concessions 
as aie admissible to other Central Government Servants of 
equal and similar 6tatus. 

Officers of the IFS ( B ) are governed by the General Provi- 
dent Fund (Central Services) Rules 1960, as amended from 
time lo time and by orders issued thereunder. 

Officers appointed to this Service are governed by the 
Liberalised Pension Rules, 1950 ns amended from time to 
time and by orders issued thereunder. 

C. The Railway Hoard Secretarial Stenographers' Service 

(a) (i) The Railway Board Secretarial Stenographers’ 
Service has at present four grades as follows -

moted from Grade 1 are allowed a minimum salary 
of Rs, 500/- in the scale).

(il) Persons recruited to Grade II of the Service will be 
on probation for a period of two years. During this period 
they may be required to undergo such training and. to pass 
such examinations as may be prescribed by Government, On 
the conclusion of the period of probation if it is found that 
the work- or conduct in the opinion of the Government of 
any of them has been unsatisfactory, he may either be dis- 
charged from the service or his period of probation may be 
extended for such further period as Government may think 
fit. 


(b) The Railway Board Secretariat Stenographer’', 
Service is confined to the Ministry of Railways and Staff are 
not liable to transfer to other Ministries as in the case of 
the Central Secretariat Stenographers’ Service. 

(c) Officers of the Railway Board’s Stenographers' Ser- 
vice recruited under these rules : 

(i) will be eligible for pensionary benefits; and 

(ii) Shall subscribe to the non-contributory State Rail- 
way Provident Fund under the rules of that fund 
as arc applicable lo Railway Servants appointed on 
the date they join service. 

(d) The candidates appointed to the Railway Board 
Secretarial Stenographers’ Service will be entitled to the 
privilage of Passes and Privilage Ticket Orders in accordance 
with the orders issued by the Railway Board from time to 
time, 

(e) As regards leave and other conditions of Service, stuff 
included in the Railway Board’s Secretariat Stenographers’ 
Service are treated in the same way as other Railway Slaff 
but in the matter of medical facilities they will be governed 
by rules applicable to other Central Government employees 
with Headquarters at New Delhi.

During probation, a member of the Service may be 
required to undergo such training and Jo pass such tests us 
the Government may from time to time, prescribe. 

3. Stenographers Grade II recruited to AFHQ Steno-

5. Leave, Medical aid and other conditions of service are 
the same as applicable to other ministerial slaff employed in 
Armed Forces Headquartets and Inter Service Organisations.
